WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson sent to Congress 
today a $112.8-billion budget, by 
far the biggest in history, with a 
notice that he may come back 
for more money and new taxes 
if the war in Viet Nam gets hot­ 
ter. 
He warned also that the mili­ 
tary buildup, on top of an ex­ 
pected 7 per cent upsurge in 
national output, will “ raise the 
threat of price instability" as 
the 
booming economy nears 
full employment. 
This inflationary risk makes 
necessary “ some moderate re­ 
straint 
through tax policy," 
Johnson said. He asked quick 
approval of the $4.8-bill ion step- 
up of income, corporate and 
excise taxes already sent to 
Congress. 
These revenues, plus the tax 
collections generated by an un­ 
precedented sixth straight year 
of economic growth, Johnson 
said, will provide $111 billion of 
receipts In fiscal 1967 and bring 
the budget within $1.8 billion of 
a balance. 
That would be the smallest 
deficit in seven years — and It 
can be achieved, Johnson said, 
even with a net increase of$2.1 
billion 
in 
spending for his 
“ Great Society" programs of 
education, health, housing and 
manpower development. 
“ Inflation need not be the 
price of social progress; nor 
should it be a cost of defending 
freedom ," Johnson 
told Con­ 
gress. 
His blueprint for taxing and 
spending 
in 
the government 
year starting next July 1 had 
these further highlights: 
Defense — 
Outlays for over-all defense- 
related spending will soar to 
$60.5 billion, up more than $10 
billion from last year and near­ 
ly $4 billion from this year. Be­ 
sides building muscle for Viet 
Nam, the Pentagon will start a 
second 
$400-million nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier and 
begin 
procurement 
of 
the 
Minuteman 
III, an advanced 
intercontinental m issile.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson is expected to 
decide this week whether to re­ 
sume the bombing of North Viet 
Nam. But any major new esca­ 
lation of the Vietnamese war, 
such as bombing Hanoi, is con­ 
sidered unlikely at this time. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
said Sunday night the decision 
on renewed bombing is still to 
be made* He refused to say 
what he favored or predict what 
course Johnson would choose. 
The President is caught be­ 
tween advocates of totally con­ 
tradictory proposals. Many for­ 
eign governments, some mem­ 
bers 
of 
Congress, some of­ 
ficials in the administration fa­ 
vor prolonging the pause, oth­ 
e rs, including military leaders, 
and top American officials in 
Saigon would like to start pound­ 
ing North Viet Nam again quick­ 
ly*Rusk said Johnson is taking 
all elements of the situation 
into consideration, 
including 


the fact that “ we must do all 
we can to assure the safety of 
our own and Allied forces" 
fighting 
the 
Communists in 
South Viet Nam. 
Some military planners are 
reported to have put up propos­ 
als that the United States not 
only start bombing again but 
change the restrictions which 
existed all last year In order to 
allow attacks on Hanoi, the cap­ 
ital, and Haiphong, the port of 
North Viet Nam. 
It is understood that Johnson 
has no such intention of broad­ 
ening the war at this time. 
Rusk said Sunday night in an 
NBC radio-television interview 
on “ Meet the P ress" that the 
escalation of conflict depends 
on the aggressor. 
On Capitol Hill, Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said he hopes the President will 
continue the bombing pause as 
long as there is a “ faint glim­ 
mer of hope" for peace negotia­ 
tions.

Labor— 
Johnson called for an increase 
—size unspecified-in the $1.25- 
hourly federal minimum wage; 
urged improvement in unem­ 
ployment compensation; and re­ 
newed his demand for repeal of 
section 14B of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, which permits states to out­ 
law the union shop. 
The “ Great Society" pro­ 
grams actually are b e i n g 
stepped up by more than $3 bil­ 
lion, Johnson said, but in sever­ 
al cases — chiefly in housing 
and education programs — pri­ 
vate lending is being substituted 
for direct federal support. 
Moreover, 
a 
number 
of 
“ Great Society" programs have 
been trimmed below the maxi­ 
mum spending rates authorized 
by Congress, Johnson reported. 
If peace is achieved in Viet 
Nam these domestic programs 
can rapidly be increased, he 
said. 
“ If, on the other hand, events 
in Southeast Asia so develop 
that additional funds are re­ 
quired, I will not hesitate to re­ 
quest the necessary sums, John­ 
son said. 
“ And should that contingency 
arise, or should unforeseen in­ 
flationary pressures develop, I 
will propose such fiscal actions 
as are appropriate to maintain 
economic stability." 
The President thus left the 
door ajar for a possible later 
request for a general tax in­ 
crease.

Air India said the Boeing 707 
jet carried 106 passengers — 
eight of them bound for New 
York—and a crew of 11. 
The airline said one of the 
passengers was the chairman of 
India's Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, Dr. Homi J. Bliabha, 57, 
who was en route to Vienna for 
a meeting of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency. 
Air India said the plane's cap­ 
tain was J.T . (Joe) D'Souza, 
the copilot on Pope Paul VI's 
flight from Rome to Bombay 
last year.

New Year truce that brought 
scant peace to Viet Nam. 
As the 3l/4-day Allied truce 
expired at 6 o'clock Sunday 
night, U. S. Air Force planes 
went into action and struck a 
Viet Cong main force. A for­ 
ward air controller estimated 
190 Communists killed, a U.S. 
spokesman said. 
The ground thrusts brought no 
immediate significant contact 
with the guerrillas, but the 
spokesman said several major 
search and destroy operations 
were shaping up. 
Twenty-five F I00 Supersabers 
made the big strike in two 
waves at 6:25 p.m. and 7:40 
p.m. against a Communist en­ 
campment 35 miles southwest of 
Saigon in the Mekong Delta. 
The jets came under heavy 
ground fire, but there were no 
losses, the spokesman said. 
He said they destroyed 30 
buildings, damaged 35 and set 
off a secondary explosion that 
may have indicated a hit on a 
fuel or ammunition dump. 
U. S. Marine artillerym en 
opened fire a minute after the 


Allied truce ended. The four-day 
Viet Cong cease-fire expired 
seven hours later, but the Com­ 
munists 
brushed 
with South 
Vietnamese forces in a number 
of 
minor skirmishes before 
then. 
The Viet Cong raised a new 
threat against their U. S. pris­ 
oners by demanding the release 
of three terrorists who were a r­

A Hanoi broadcast said the 
United States and South Viet 
Nam would “ have to bear full 
responsibility" if they im pris­ 
oned, tortured or executed these 
“ patriots.”

Storm

The populous Eastern sea­ 
board's first big storm of the 
winter rolled out to sea today, 
leaving behind snow, slush and 
m isery. At least 12 persons 
were dead of heart attacks, at­ 
tributed to shoveling snow or 
pushing stalled cars. 
The snow and freezing rain, 
whipped by gale-force winds, 
battered sections from Arkan­ 
sas to New England Saturday 
night and Sunday, downing pow­ 
er lines, flooding coastal areas 
and icing highways. 
The storm center moved into 
the Atlantic south of Nova Sco­ 
tia today, leaving cleared skies. 
But 
overnight 
temperatures 
plumeted to subfreezing levels, 
and many areas seemed des­ 
tined to have snowdrifts and 
sludge around for awhile. 
The storm hampered plane 
and bus transportation. Rail­ 
road trains got through. 
New York City declared a 
snow emergency to help clear 
its 6,000 miles of streets. 
The Buffalo, N. Y., suburb of 
Lancaster reported a two-fOot 
snowfall. 
In New York's Lower Bay, the 
British tanker Chelwood Beacon 
battled 40-to 45-knot winds and 
25-foot seas as the vessel went 
aground a half-mile east of San­ 
dy Hook, N. J. 
The wind and sea abated ear­ 
ly today, and 12 crewmen and a 
harbor pilot remained aboard 
the craft, which was declared 
out of immediate danger. 'Dilr- 
.y-nine crewmen were taken off 
the 665-foot vessel. 
High tides, up to six 
feet 
above normal, swept into low- 
lying coastal areas. 
Nearly 
100 
persons were 
evacuated from their homes in 
New Jersey. 
Forty-two persons were evac­ 
uated before flooding on New 
York's Staten Island. 
Two men, in Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts, died of heart 
attacks Sunday while shoveling 
snow. 
At least eight persons died of 
heart attacks while clearing 
snow or pushing stalled cars In 
upstate New York.

Hiese revenues, plus the tax 
collections generated by an un­ 
precedented sixth straight year 
of economic growth, Johnson 
said, will provide $111 billion of 
receipts in fiscal 1967 and bring 
the budget within $1.8 billion of 
a balance. 
That would be the smallest 
deficit in seven years — and it 
can be achieved, Johnson said, 
even with a net increase of$2.1

spending for his 
"Great Society" programs of 
education, health, housing and 
manpower development. 
"Inflation need not be the

REPUBLICANS AND THE NEGRO REVOLUTION 
Republican chairm en from 17 big cities opened 
a two-day meeting in Washington today (Jan. 
24) to plan organizational rebuilding. 
“ ANY ASSUMPTION that the party of Lincoln 
has been kept in the image of Lincoln--and 
in that sense in the Republican heritage—is 
a Republican m yth.” The speaker is a certified 
Republican, Tom McCall, Oregon Secretary of 
State, and he is not being quoted out of context. 
On the contrary, he is being quoted very much 
in context--in the December issue of the news­ 
letter of the Ripon Society. The publication ad­ 
d re sse s itself almost entirely to the relation­ 
ship between Republicans and the Negro revolu­ 
tion. 
The outspoken newsletter, representing the 
view of liberal 
Republicans, might well be 
studied by the Republican big city chairmen 
whom National GOP Chairman Ray C. Bliss 
is assembling in Washington today. In an­ 
nouncing his call to the party regulars, Bliss 
took a peculiarly negative attitude. “ I’m a 
methodical, brick-by-brickbuilder,” Bliss said. 
“ I just want us to get our share of the city 
and the minority votes.” 
THE 
FOCUS of the meeting in Washington 
will be aimed at a 19-point program Bliss 
drew up in 1961 as Ohio Republican chairman. 
The 
report was never acted upon, in part 
because of the decision of form er Rep. William 
E. Miller, then the committee chairman, to 
concentrate on seeking Republican votes in the 
South. The B liss report ignored issues and 
concentrated on the need for having full-time 
professionals in party headquarters, precinct 
manpower, year-round fund-raising, candidate 
recruitm ent, and building strength in nationality 
groups and other minorities. 
Here lies the Republican dilemma. The Repub­ 
lican party cannot expect to pursue the “ South­ 
ern 
strategy” 
of Barry Goldwater and pull 
in the Negro vote, too. The Ripon Society states 
flatly that 
“ the Republican response to the 
Negro revolution, when weighed against the 
challenge, has been largely disappointing.” 
The Society 
points out that in 1947 Negro 
registration in the 11 states of the old Con­ 
federacy 
stood at 595,000. During the 1964 
Presidential campaign Negro registration in 
those 
states 
had reached 2,164,000. By the 
elections of 1966 Southern Negro registration 
will be close to 3 million. 
BLISS has said that his goal is not necessarily 
to carry big cities but to cut down Democratic 
m ajorities to the point where they do not 
overwhelm the suburban and rural Republican 
vote. There appears here a continuation of the 
ambivalence that has long troubled Republicans. 
Democratic city machines are not invulnerable, 
as recent Republican victories in New York 
City, Philadephia, and Louisville amply demon­ 
strate. 
Moreover, trying to win over minorities in 
the city—mostly Negroes—to augment the Re­ 
publican vote in the suburbs and the country 
appears on the face of it a footling tactic. The 
needs and the ambitions and the desires of the 
city Negro are little like those of the suburban 
Republican, and it will take a good deal more 
than organization and “ precinct manpower” to 
convince the Negro otherwise. The Ripon Society 
quite pointedly asks: “ What is our party doing 
or failing to do to correct the conditions that 
led 94 per cent of the Negro electorate to 
vote Democratic in 1964? What are we doing 
to meet the broader challenge of the Negro 
revolution in American life?”

principal defendant in a $300,000 civil suit 
brought by the Capitol Vending Company of 
Washington.

Allegations, never subsequently proved, linked 
Baker with call girls in the course of his alleged 
wire-pulling. Testimony before the Senate com­ 
mittee did tend to associate Baker with gambling 
interests in Las Vegas, Miami, and the Domini­ 
can Republic, and with a meat processor in 
Haiti, among others. 
APPARENTLY the federal grand jury found no 
cause to indict Baker for accepting, as congres­ 
sional hearings were told, $5000 from a lobby­ 
ist for the freight-forwarding industry. Nor did 
the indictment touch upon the allegation that 
Matthew H. McCloskey, form er Democratic fi­ 
nance chairman, made a $35,000 kickback after 
his firm received the contract for constructior 
of the D istrict of Columbia stadium. McCloske} 
has sworn that the overpayment was a “ goof.”

(Jan. 24) in U.S. District Court in Washington 
on tax evasion, fraud, and theft charges. 
THE SENATE PAGE BOY who became a m il­ 
lionaire com es to court, and another chapter 
in the picaresque novel Robert G. Baker has 
made of his life enfolds. A sordid chapter. 
Bobby Baker, the fellow who got things done, 
was under direction to appear in U.S. District 
Court in Washington at 10 o’clock this morning 
for arraignm ent on charges of receiving money 
under false pretenses and evading income taxes. 
The federal grand jury which indicted Baker on 
Jan. 
5 also indicted Clifford Jones, former

charges. Jones also was arraigned Monday. 
The Baker indictment contains nine counts 
that carry a maximum penalty of 48 years in 
jail and $47,000 in fines.

To a newspaper office boy 
then, your elders were either 
gods or demons. If you liked 
them you would serve them like 
a slave; if you didn't like them, 
you invented reasons to dismay, 
them. Doing less than nothing 
for them became an art form of 
expression. 
The greatest hero, of course, 
was the police reporter. He had 
exciting tales about the inside of 
vice. When you are in your 
teens the miserable errors that 
people make hold the fascina­ 
tion of a fable. 
My favorite editor was Leon 
Durst. He had developed the 
vague, cluttered look that time- 
harassed newsmen sometimes 
get. I liked him because he used 
to hum French chansons and 
during lulls would tell me about 
his experiences during World 
War I. 
I also liked him because when 
our city editor fell asleep at his 
typewriter amid the sweet smell 
of bourbon, Leon would do my 
job of distributing copy and let 
me sit down and do the city edi­ 
to r's work.

Tom 
Dodd, D-Conn., the Nuremberg 
prosecutor, and Julius Klein, 
the West German agent, show­ 
ing how Dodd has worked behind 
the scenes to promote West 
German interests. 
He has delivered laudatory 
Senate 
speeches 
about West 
Germany, signed letters that 
Klein drafted for him, and en­ 
tertained German visitors on 
Klein’s expense account. 
When the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations committee investigated 
Klein’s operations as a foreign 
agent, Dodd used his member­ 
ship on the committee to soften 
the impact. He even made a 
special trip to Germany in 1964 
to help Klein hang onto his 
clients. 
In return, Dodd has accepted 
expensive gifts from the West 
German agent (a Persian rug 
for the Dodd home, for ex­ 
ample). The senator also used 
Klein’s fashionable New York 
apartment almost as his own, 
partaking generously of the liq­ 
uor. 
In his letters to the senator, 
Klein has stressed that “ friend­ 
ship is a two-way street” , thus 
implying 
he has proved 
his 
friendship in a positive 
way 
and expects Dodd 
to recip­ 
rocate. 
Klein denied to this column 
that he had ever sent gifts to 
Dodd or that the senator had 
ever stayed in his apartment, 
except possibly for brief so­ 
cial calls. This column has doc­ 
umentary 
evidence proving 
otherwise. 
Klein admitted the records 
would show, however, that he 
had purchased a $1,000 table at 
a testimonial dinner for Sena­ 
tor Dodd in Connecticut. 
The 
secret correspondence 
reveals a curious friendship 
between the striking, silver- 
haired senator with the sculp­ 
tured profile, who got his polit­ 
ical start prosecuting Nazi war 
criminals, and the balding, owl­ 
ish past commander of the Jew­ 
ish war veterans, who has made 
a fortune lobbyingfor West Ger­ 


man industrialists. 
GERMAN GHOSTWRITER 
As early as 1959, for example, 
Klein was 
supplying speeches 
for Dodd. He airmailed a speech 
on September 4, 1959, for Dodd 
to deliver on the Senate floor. 
“ As I told you on the tele­ 
phone,” Klein explained in the 
accompanying letter, “ I am en­ 
closing herewith an address 
which Harry Blake, of my staff, 
prepared for you. . .the 15th of 
September will be Chancellor 
Adenauer’s tenth anniversary. 
You, as a form er prosecutor of 
the war crim es of the Nurem­ 
berg trials, are the most quali­ 
fied man in the Senate to remind 
us of the valued friendship of 
this staunch old man. . . . 
“ As soon as you have edited 
the copy, please deliver it not 
only to the American press, but 
also to the German correspon­ 
dents accredited to the Nation­ 
al Press Corps, and send a copy 
over to the press attache of the 
German 
embassy, 
including 
Minister Krapf.” 
Again on 
August 
29, 1961, 
Klein wrote a letter, marked 
“ Personal, 
Please,” 
asking 
Dodd to deliver another speech 
giving “ Chancellor Adenauer 
the recognition he deserves.” 
“ I 
suggest,” wrote 
Klein, 
* ‘that your speech writer review 
this material with a view to 
paraphrasing it as coming from 
you.” 
When Klein needed to im press 
a 
visiting 
client, Dodd was 
usually available. Klein wrote 
the senator from Germany on 
February 24, 1961, about an ex­ 
pected visitor: 
“ Dr. Wolfgang Pohle, 
Chief 
Executive 
of 
the 
F lic k 
Syndicate, will be in Washington 
the first week in March,” Klein 
advised. “ I hope you will meet 
him. Pohle is one of the 
top 
executives in the Flick Syndi­ 
cate and my client. . . . 
“ When Dr. Pohle visited the 
U. S. the last time in 1956, you 
were the host in the Speaker's 
dining 
room, 
tendering Dr. 
Pohle’s luncheon.” 
CAR 
AND CHAUFFEUR 
In the same letter, 
Klein 
brought up the question of 
a

sought by one of Dodd's friends. 
“ Dr. Pohle told me,” wrote 
Klein, “ that your friend, Von 
Papen, asked him to assist one 
of your friends with the Mer­ 
cedes people.

REPUBLICANS AND THE NEGRO REVOLUTION 
Republican chairmen from 17 big cities opened 
a two-day meeting in Washington today (Jan. 
24) to plan organizational rebuilding. 
“ ANY ASSUMPTION that the party of Lincoln 
has been kept in the image of Lincoln—and 
in that sense in the Republican heritage—is 
a Republican myth.” The speaker is a certified 
Republican, Tom McCall, Oregon Secretary of 
State, and he is not being quoted out of context. 
On the contrary, he is being quoted very much 
in context—in the December issue of the news­ 
letter of the Ripon Society. The publication ad­ 
d resses itself almost entirely to the relation­ 
ship between Republicans and the Negro revolu­ 
tion. 
The outspoken newsletter, representing the 
view of liberal Republicans, might well be 
studied by the Republican big city chairmen 
whom National GOP Chairman Ray C. B liss 
is assembling in Washington today. In an­ 
nouncing his call to the party regulars, B liss 
took a peculiarly negative attitude. “ I’m a 
methodical, brick-by-brick builder,” B liss said.

BLISS has said that his goal is not necessarily 
to carry big cities but to cut down Democratic 
m ajorities to the point where they do not 
overwhelm the suburban and rural Republican 
vote. There appears here a continuation of the 
ambivalence that has long troubled Republicans. 
Democratic city machines are not invulnerable, 
as recent Republican victories in New York 
City, Philadephia, and Louisville amply demon­ 
strate. 
M oreover, trying to win over minorities in 
the city—mostly Negroes—to augment the Re­ 
publican vote in the suburbs and the country 
appears on the face of it a footling tactic. The 
needs and the ambitions and the desires of the 
city Negro are little like those of the suburban 
Republican, and it will take a good deal more 
than organization and “ precinct manpower” to 
convince the Negro otherwise.

To a newspaper office boy 
then, your elders were either 
gods or demons. If you liked 
them you would serve them like 
a slave; if you didn't like them, 
you invented reasons to dismay, 
them. Doing less than nothing 
for them became an art form of 
expression. 
The greatest hero, of course, 
was the police reporter. He had 
exciting tales about the inside of 
vice. When you are in your 
teens the miserable errors that 
people make hold the fascina­ 
tion of a futile. 
My favorite editor was Leon 
Durst. He had developed the 
vague, cluttered look that time- 
harassed newsmen sometimes 
get. I liked him because he used 
to hum French chansons and 
during lulls would tell me about 
his experiences during World 
War I. 
I also liked him because when 
our city editor fell asleep at his 
typewriter amid the sweet smell 
of bourbon, Leon would do my 
job of distributing copy and let 
me sit down and do the city edi­ 
tor's work. We worked at night, 
when people are informal and 
not so hurried. 
This was in the years when I 
was between 17 and 19, an age 
when a man needs a false sense 
of dignity most, and one of the 
reasons I remember Leon Durst 
with such a fondness is that he 
always addressed me as an 
equal and never bawled, ’’Hey, 
boy I" 
However, once an office boy 
always an office boy. Whenever 
any self4mportant editor in my 
office now yelps “ Hey, boyl" 
my ears automatically go to an 
alert — as if I were a hound 
dog. 


WASHINGTON — This column 
has uncovered secret corres­ 
pondence 
between Sen. Tom 
Dodd, D-Conn., the Nuremberg 
prosecutor, and Julius Klein, 
the West German agent, show­ 
ing how Dodd has worked behind 
the scenes to promote West 
German interests. 
He has delivered laudatory 
Senate 
speeches about West 
Germany, signed letters that 
Klein drafted for him, and en­ 
tertained German visitors on 
Klein’s expense account. 
When the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations committee investigated 
Kl*'iii’ n <>j*er.itions .is ,t for* ii i 
agent, Dodd used his member­ 
ship on the committee to soften 
the impact. He even made a 
special trip to Germany in 1964 
to help Klein hang onto his 
clients. 
In return, Dodd has accepted 
expensive gifts from the West 
German agent (a Persian rug 
for the Dodd home, for ex­ 
ample). The senator also used 
Klein’s fashionable New York 
apartment almost as his own, 
partaking generously of the liq­ 
uor. 
In his letters to the senator, 
Klein has stressed that “ friend­ 
ship is a two-way street” , thus 
implying 
he has proved his 
friendship in a positive way 
and expects Dodd 
to recip­ 
rocate. 
Klein denied to this column 
that he had ever sent gifts to 
Dodd or that the senator had 
ever stayed in his apartment, 
except possibly for brief so­ 
cial calls. This column has doc­ 
umentary 
evidence proving 
otherwise. 
Klein admitted the records 
would show, however, that he 
had purchased a $1,000 table at 
a testimonial dinner for Sena­ 
tor Dodd in Connecticut, 
The 
secret correspondence 
reveals a curious friendship 
between the striking, silver- 
haired senator with the sculp­ 
tured profile, who got his polit­ 
ical start prosecuting Nazi war 
criminals, and the balding, owl­ 
ish past commander of the Jew­ 
ish war veterans, who has made 
a fortune lobbying for West Ger­ 


man industrialists. 
GERMAN GHOSTWRITER 
As early as 1959, forexample, 
Klein was supplying speeches 
for Dodd. He airmailed a speech 
on September 4, 1959, for Dodd 
to deliver on the Senate floor. 
“ As I told you on the tele­ 
phone,” Klein explained in the 
accompanying letter, “ I am en­ 
closing herewith an address 
which Harry Blake, of my staff, 
prepared for you. . .the 15th of 
September will be Chancellor 
Adenauer’s tenth anniversary. 
You, as a former prosecutor of 
the war crimes of the Nurem­ 
berg trials, are the most quali­ 
fied man in the Senate to remind 
us of the valued friendship of 
this staunch old man. . . . 
“ As soon as you have edited 
the copy, please deliver it not 
only to the American press, but 
also to the German correspon­ 
dents accredited to the Nation - 
al Press Corps, and send a copy 
over to the press attache of the 
German 
embassy, 
including 
Minister Krapf.” 
Again on 
August 
29, 1961, 
Klein wrote a letter, marked 
“ Personal, 
Please,” 
asking 
Dodd to deliver another speech 
giving “ Chancellor Adenauer 
the recognition he deserves.” 
“ I 
suggest,” wrote 
Klein, 
“ that your speech writer review 
this material with a view to 
paraphrasing it as coming from 
you.” 
When Klein needed to impress 
a 
visiting client, Dodd was 
usually available. Klein wrote 
the senator from Germany on 
February 24, 1961, about an ex­ 
pected visitor: 
“ Dr. Wolfgang Pohle, 
Chief 
Executive 
of 
the 
F lic k 
Syndicate, will be in Washington 
tilt first week in March,” Klein 
advised. “ I hope you will meet 
him. Pohle is one of the top 
executives in the Flick Syndi­ 
cate and my client. . . . 
“ When Dr. Pohle visited the 
U. S, the last time in 1956, you 
were the host in the Speaker’s 
dining room, 
tendering Dr. 
Pohle*s luncheon.” 
CAR AND CHAUFFEUR 
In the same letter, 
Klein 
brought up the question of a 


Mercedes 
auto 
dealership 
sought by one of Dodd’s friends. 
“ Dr. Pohle told me,” wrote 
Klein, “ that your friend, Von 
Papen, asked him to assist one 
of your friends with the Mer­ 
cedes people. Mercedes is part 
of the Flick combine. 
“ Unfortunately, your request 
came too late. Too bad you did 
not know that Ihandledthe Flick 
people, as it would have given 
me great pleasure to have been 
of service to you with them. 
Anyhow, when I get back to the 
states, we can talk about it, as 
there is nothing you, know, 
that I would not do for you or 
any of your friends.” 
The following summer, Klein 
arranged for Dodd to take a 
European trip. 
“ I think it would be 
most 
timely,” he wrote on July 25, 
1961, “ if 
you could get away 
from your busy chores and your 
terrific parliamentary calendar 
and make a quick trip to Ger­ 
many.” 
Before Dodd’s departure, he 
received a letter from Klein 
who had flown on ahead. 
“ I already cabled and informed 
my Washington 
office,” he 
wrote, “ to tell you that there 
will be a Mercedes car with an 
English-speaking chauffeur at 
your disposal when you arrive 
in Paris. I hope that you and 
Grace (Dodd’s wife) will enjoy 
the trip. 
“ The car and chauffeur will 
be made available to you with 
the compt iments of your mutual 
good friend, Dr. Pohle. . . I 
suggest that the car and chauf­ 
feur tie at the George V Hotel 
upon your arrival, and then you 
and Grace take over command.” 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
committee launched its investi­ 
gation of Klein late in 1963. 
“ I have never asked a senator 
for a favor because I have no 
favors to ask,” Klein testified 
blandly under oath. "I have an 
interests here on the Hill.” 
Startling facts, that were suc­ 
cessfully hidden from the Sen­ 
ate investigators, will tie re ­ 
vealed soon in another install­ 
ment of the curious Dodd-Klein 
story.

“ Our helicopter took off from 
Plei Me just 29 minutes before 
they attacked,” said Martha on 
her return Thursday from 31/2 
months of entertaining troops. 
The siege last fall lasted eight 
days and resulted in many Viet 
Cong and Allied dead. 
Still dressed in combat boots, 
Special Forces green beret and 
camouflage “ tiger” suit, 
she 
arrived home 12 pounds lighter. 
“ They 
got to calling me 
‘Maggie of the Boondocks.' ” 
said Martha, 49, who put on 400 
performances for GIs in the 
treacherous jungles and rice 
paddies. 
It was the comedienne’s sec­ 
ond tour in a year in Viet Nam, 
and her third war. World W arn 
and Korea came before. 
“ They were all great guys,” 


said Martha. 
“ But those boys over in Viet 
Nam — they know what they’re 
fighting about a little more than 
the others did. If they don’t, 
they learn in the first 24 hours.” 
“ What really gets you is what 
they do besides fighting,” said 
Martha. “ They've got a medical 
program going for the villagers 
in the tiniest towns.” 


Martha sang and told jokes at 
some of the smallest outposts— 
sometimes manned by only two 
GIs. 
At first she was accompanied 
by bass player Ollie Harris and 
guitarist Earl Colbert but they 
had to return to the United 
States. Then the Army gave her 
three GIs who could play bass 
and guitars. 


Only one thing really bothered 
the GIs she met, said Martha. 
That was the antiwar demon­ 
strators at home. 
“ The guys told me to try to 
put some sense into those kooks 
when I got here,” she said.

But she served a year as pres­ 
ident of India's ruling Congress 
party and 19 months as minister 
of information and broadcasting 
in the Cabinet of the late Prime 
Minister Lai Bahadur Shastri. 
Recently she told an inter­ 
viewer she would like to devote 
her time to research arid an­ 
thropology. As prime minister, 
the frail, 48-year-old woman 
will be grappling with India's

Now the problems that beset 
Nehru - and after him the dim­ 
inutive Shastri - rest on the 
shoulders of Nehru's 5-foot-5 
daughter, the first woman to 
serve as chief of government 
of a major nation. The only pre­ 
vious woman prime minister 
is Mrs.SirimavoBandaranaike, 
who served in Ceylon, India's 
small island neighbor, 1960- 
65. 
Mrs. Gandhi was born Nov. 
19, 1917, in Allahabad, the only 
child of the Nehrus, whose cam­ 
paign for India independence 
was to direct her life. Her child­ 
hood was lonely because often 
both parents were in jail before 
she was deemed old enough by 
the British to go to jail herself. 
Her mother died when 
she 
was 20, and Mrs. Gandhi later 
said, “ I always wanted to 
be 
like my mother, she was the 
gentlest creature in the world.” 
Mrs. Gandhi was m arried to 
Feroz Gandhi, a lawyer 
and 
newspaper executive, and both 
were jailed in 1942 as they re­ 
turned from their Kashmir hon­ 
eymoon. Her husband — no re­ 
lation to Mohandas K. Gandhi- 
died of a heart attack in 1960. 
Mrs. Gandhi attended schools 
in India, Switzerland and Eng­ 
land, and her two sons now are 
studying in England. Rajiv, 21, 
is at Imperial College and San- 
jay, 19, is in engineering train­ 
ing.

being trapped in a 
bloody Viet Cong battle at a re­ 
mote South Viet Nam outpost by 
only 29 minutes. 
“ Our helicopter took off from 
Plei Me Just 29 minutes before 
they attacked,” said Martha on 
her return Thursday from 31/2 
months of entertaining troops. 
The siege last fall lasted eight 
days and resulted in many Viet 
Cong and Allied dead. 
Still dressed in combat boots, 
Special Forces green beret and 
camouflage “ tiger” suit, she 
arrived home 12 pounds lighter. 
“ They 
got to calling me 
‘Maggie of the Boondocks.’ ” 
said Martha, 49, who put on 400 
performances for GIs in the 
treacherous jungles and rice 
paddies. 
It was the comedienne’s sec­ 
ond tour in a year in Viet Nam, 
and her third war. World War II 
and Korea came before. 
“ They were all great guys,” 


said Martha. 
“ But those boys over in Viet 
Nam — they know what they’re 
fighting about a little more than 
the others did. If they don’t, 
they learn in the first 24 hours.” 
“ What really gets you is what 
they do besides fighting,” said 
Martha. “ They’ve got a medical 
program going for the villagers 
in the tiniest towns.” 
Martha sang and told jokes at 
some of the smallest outposts— 
sometimes manned by only two 
GIS. 
At first she was accompanied 
by bass player Ollie Harris and 
guitarist Earl Colbert but they 
had to return to the United 
States. Then the Army gave her 
three GIs who could play bass 
and guitars. 
Only one thing really bothered 
the GIs she met, said Martha. 
That was the antiwar demon­ 
strators at home. 
“ The guys told me to try to 
put some sense into those kooks 
when I got here,” she said.

Her husband *• no re­ 
lation to Mohandas K. Gandhi— 
died of a heart attack in 1960. 
Mrs. Gandhi attended schools 
in India, Switzerland and Eng­ 
land, and her two sons now are 
studying In England.
